KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 16.—Races 
will be run at the Elm Ridge racetrack 
next Saturday afternoon and on each 
Saturday thereafter for some time to 
come, possibly. Officials of the Kan- 
sas City Jockey Club have decided to 
give the anti-race law a real test. They 
are determined that they will force the 
Prosecuting Attorney either. to arrest 
them or, in failing to do so, show that 
they can give a real meeting in’ the 
fall without fear of the law. 

The plan is to give a series of Satur- 
day afternoon matinees with a program 
of four or five races each.

—David R. Francis of St: Louis, in. an 
address at the sixteenth annual con- 
vention of the Missouri Bankers’ As- 
sociation,.on ‘“‘The Banking Interests of 
the Southwest,’’ voiced the protest of 
the Southwest against the inclination 
apparent at Washington to deny state- 
hood to Oklahoma, Indian Territory. 
New Mexico and Arizona and de- 
nounced te policy as Cenpateiel. 

“The Southwest,’’ he said, “is a very 
comprehensive term, but for the purpose 
of this paper I shal]l construe it to mean 
Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Indian Territory 
New Mexico and Arizona. 

“The material dey elopment of this sec- 
tion during the past decade has sur- 
passed that of any like area fn the 
United States, on the Western Hemis- 
phere or anywhere else on the globe. 

“That within the short Space of 16 
years near the southwestern border of 
Missouri there should have grown up 
two. territories comprising fertile areas; 
populated by ‘intelligent people, aunual, 
ly producing hundreds of millions of 
dollars’ worth of wealth, and each with | 
a population of ever 750,000 Fouls, is evi. 
dence of? Western push and. American 
spirit. 

“That these te att should be de- 


‘nied admission to the Federal Union, 


aithough they expregs willingness to be 
admitted as one State, with a populna- 
tion of over a miilion and a half, is in- 
explicable when we take into consilera- 
tlon that such a State would have 4 
population: greater than that of 26 of the 
4 ~states of the Union and would an: 
nually add more to the national wealth 
than the entire assessed: valuation of 
many states whose representatives are 
this: ey to their admission. 


“Such a position can be accounted for 
in’po other way than an opposition on 
the part of its ‘advocates to giving the 
Southwest a proper voice in the national 
legislature. 


Policy Is Criminal. 


“Such a policy is not only unjust, but, 
if persisted in, could properly be desig- 
nated as criminal, and if the people 


of the other sections submit to it they 
will be neglectful of their duty and 
stultify themselves in not enforcing the 
principles of republican government 
which guarantee self-government to the 
political subdivisions of a common coun- 
try. 

“There can’ be no’ justification for 
maintaining: as colonies sé@ctions of the 
country having 750,000 population, well 
qualified for citizenship, having schools 
and township and municipal organiza- 
tions well established, occupying terrt- 
tory granted to them by the Federal! 
Government and in every way as well 
qualified for statehood as are Oklahoma 
and the Indian Territory. 

“The same can be said with limita- 
tions, prescribed and acknowledged, in 
regard to Arizona and New ‘Mexico. I 
do not consider it extraneous to the ob- 


ject of this paper nor its subject mata 


ter to make this allusion to conditions 
existing in: the Southwest, nor would it, 
in my judgment, be presuming or inop- 
portune for this association of capital- 
ists and influential citizenship to give 
expression to its view concerning a. 
matter which interests every State and 
every citizen, and espé@¢ially states 
which are proud to claim: _membership 
in the imperial Southwest.’ 


To Increase Deposits,

CONSCIENCE HURT HER 





Miss Byrd, Anti-Imperialist, 
Wanted Gifts Returned 
to Millionaires, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. - 

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., May 16,— 
Miss Mary E. Byrd, who has been at 
the head of the Smith College astronuom- 
ical observatory for 19 years, has re- 
Signed because of conscientious scruples 
regarding the acceptance of money from 
John D. Rockefeller and Andrew Car- 
negie. 





In her letter of resignation to the trus- 
tees she declared that she did not want 
to continue her connection with an in- 
stitution that received tainted money. 

Miss Byrd has béen a violent anti-Im- 
perialist and a prominent member of an 
anti-Imperialist club of this city since 
the Cuban and Philippine wars. She is 
a graduate of the University of Mich- 
igan, and before coming to Smith Col- 
lege was the astronomer at Carleton 
College, Northfield, Minn. She is about 
50 ‘years old. 

Three years ago the college was given 
$100,000 by Rockefeller, and a year ago 
$62,000 by Carnegie. Neither of these 
sums has been used by the college for 
the erection of buildings, the purpose 
for which the money was given, but the 
college is having plans drawn for an 
assembly hall to cost over $100,000 and 
a library to cost $75,000. 

From the first, Miss Byrd has stoutly 
opposed accepting gifts either from 
Rockefeller or Carnegie and has taken 
oppgrtunity to express on numerous oc- 
casions her disapproval of accepting 
money from any such source for educa- 
tional purposes. It has been understood 
that she was strongly in favor, as a 
member of the faculty, of returning the 
money to the donors, believing that no 
college that has a high and noble ‘idea 
in its education of young women, as 
Smith College has, should accept money 
from men of the stamp of Rockefeller 
and Carnegie. 

Miss.Byrd, both in private and public, 
has denounced the Roosevelt administra- 
tion for its “inhuman policy,’’ as she 
has called the treatment of the Filipinos. 

Miss Byrd is a woman of remarkable 
attainments in her profession and is 
well known among many college astron- 
omers in all parts of the country. She 
is the author of a number of works 
treating upon astronomy. 

Miss Byrd declined to talk when seen 
upon the subject of her resignation, 
which is in the hands of the trustees 
of the college and is understood to have 
been accepted by them. 

The action taken by the trustees in 
reference to appointments and resigna- 
tions of teachers is not made public un- 
til commencement time. At that time 
Miss Byrd said she would probably 
make a public statement which would 
contain her views upon educational in- 
stitutions accepting tainted money. '

I left 
Crawford County and everything I 
owned, with the exception of the colt 
and lantern and my gun, April 14 and 
I've been walking ever since.”

Never Rode on a Train. 


“Walking ain’t as nice as riding,’ he 
said, “‘but I didn’t have the monéy, so 
I just thought I'd take the colt and walk 
to Oklahoma.

Donohue is very proud of his rifle. He 
says his father gave it to him when he 
died and he wouldn’t sell it for a for- 
tune, nor would he sell the colt. not- 
withstanding the fact that he has had 
several offers.

NEW YORK, May 16.—Nothing so 
thrilling in the ballooning annals of this 
county has happened recently as the 
flight of Leo Stevens and Tracey A. 
Tisdell, professional acronauts, yester- 
@ay afternoon. 

Their balloon, on a meving-picture er- 
fand, was torn open on the sharp edge 
of the Palisades, opposite Hastings; fell 
like a wounded bird down the sheer 300 
foot cliff, smashed the picture appa- 
ryatus, tore loose from its anchor, near- 
ly brained its two occupants a dozen 
times in a field of rocks at the foot of 
the cliff, ap finally dragged them into 
the river; where they were nearly 
drowned. 

Neither man was hurt. The balloon 
fwas badly torn and the balloonists lost 
all the ballast they. carried with them, 
waluable and otherwise. Two extreme- 
ly costly instruments for registering al- 
titude, the only ones of their sort in 
the country, were ruined. 

Tisdell turned the crank of his picture 
machine up to the very moment when, 
fn trying to toss it out on a ledge half 
way down the cliff, he only succeeded 


n dashing it to pieces on the rocks be- 
ow. This was the firs, time that any 
attempt has been made to take moving 
pictures from a balloon. 

The balloon sailed from the Bronx in 
iptop shape and everything went. until 
t collided with the rocky side of the 
alisades. 


Armchor Rope Snapped.

Congressman Rainey Says 
Abandonment of Missouri 
Is Commercial Crime, 





RIVER BOOMERS LEAVE 


Lorimer Urges Perfect Organ- 
ization to Get Big Ap- 
propriation. 


Congressmen Randell of Louisiana, 
Rainey of Illinois and other members of 
the Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Rivers and Harbors Congress, 
which will hold its annual convention 
in St. Louis, Nov. 15 and 16, departed 


for their homes Wednesday. 

The two days’ visit of the executive 
committee was concluded Tuesday night 
with a dinner at the 8t. Louis Ctub 
under the auspices of the Business 
Men's League. Addresses were made 
by Congressmen Rainey, Davidson and 
Lorimer. 

President Smith of the Business 
Men's League acted as toastmaster. 

Congressman Rainey referred indirect- 
iv to the Tiliman-Roosevelt-Bailey con- 
troversy by remarking that after three 
years no progress had been made with 
railroad rate legislation and that ‘‘the 
affair has finally ended in a dispute as 
to the veracity of certain distinguished 
gentlemen over a matter of no import- 
ance.”’ 


Solution in Waterways. 


“This problem,’’ said Mr. Rainey, ‘‘can 
only be solved by improving our rivers. 
The country has been asleep on water- 
way development. We have been hunt- 
ing rapid transportation to settle up our 
country and have built the greatest 
railway systems. 

‘“‘Now the country is settled and we 
must turn out attention to cheap, trans- 
portation. \ 

“The abandonment of the Missouri 
River is one of the greatest commercial 
crimes of the century. 

“The freight rates to the Northwest 
have since been based on the elim- 
ination of that stream as a factor in 
cheap transportation.” ‘

In the absence of Mayor Savage, 
George Hunter, president of the City 
Council, appointed a new City Marshal 
and an assistant. The old Marshal, 
Webb Davis, declared that the confir- 
mation of the new man, Charles Shaw- 
yer, was illegal, as it was not made by 
a majority of the councilmen, and he 
refused to abdicate. This left the city 
with two full-fledged police chieftains 
and their rival assistants, with a run- 
away Mayor to*complicate matters. 

Last Saturday a subpena was issued 
for Mayor Savage, who was wanted as 
a witness in the trial of an alleged 
“Joint” keeper. It was charged that 
the Mayor owned the building used by 
the man on trial. When the subpena 
was distributed among the various fac- 
tions in the Police Department for serv- 





ice the Mayor was fmissing. The rival 


police. officers polished their stars and 
“seoured’ the city. ‘They are. still 
scouring.

It is stated that the Mayor left th@ 
city Friday, before the subpena was is- 
suedi He is said to have thrown the 
augmented police force off the scent by 
unostentatiously maneuvering aroun’ 
until he had reached the side of a car 


furthest removed from the depot. The 
rival officers declare they did not see 
him while he was jockeying for posi- 
tion, but passengers say that when he 
boarded the train he carried an extra 
pair of trousers over his arm, so it Is 
taken for granted that he has gone for 
an extended journey. 

When the Judge was told that the 
Mayor evidently had fled to escape thd 
process of law, the jurist declared that 
as soon as the missing witness and his 
trousers returned there would be an ac- 
tion for contempt of court. He = post- 
poned the case until Monday. The whole 
town flocked to the depot whenever @ 
train whistled, but the Mayor did not 
appear. Then the Council met and 
confirmed the appointment of the super- 
fluous City Marshal and his assistant. 

With so many stars and clubs on the 
streets, Wellington's prospect for a long 
period of unbroken peace are brighty 
with one exception—the Mayor may re- 
turn.

NEW YORK, May 16.—When the ship 
Buenos Ayres sails on her return voy- 
age to Cadiz, Spain, next week, the im- 


migration authorities will place on board 
for deportation Don Emanuel Contra- 
vas y Crooke, an old man, now without 
a home, after a life of honor and dis- 
tinction. According to his story he 
spent 30 years in the Spanish consular 
service, stationed in many parts of the 
world, but now is alone and almost pen- 
niless. 

Don Emanuel started for America 
with the intention of making his home 
with his sister, -Mrs. Chavant, at 270 
Old Bergen road, Jersey City. He wrate 
in advance that he was coming and 
quickly set sail in the second cabin of 
the Buenos Ayres. But Mrs. Chavant 
notified Immigration Commissioner 
Watchorn that she was not able to pro- 
vide a home for the old Consul and 
asked that he be sent back to Spain. 

Don Emanuel was met by immigra- 
tion officials when the ship reached her 
dock and was conducted by them to 
Ellis Island. There he was herded in 
with the hordes of detained immigrants 
from Ital® and Russia until the Com- 
missioner'’s attention was called to the 
old man’s plight. Immediately he was 
removed from the unpleasant surround- 
ings and installed in the comfortable 
rooms that are used for detained cabin 
passengers, when there are any. 

There the old man was found this 
morning, dignified, courtly, but feeble 
in strength and. his mind not what it 
used to pe. His worldly possessions 





amounted to $45. 

In his trunk the old man has a num- 
ber of mementoes of his official days. 
Among them are an invitation to a royal 
dinner in Spain, a letter from Queen 
Victoria, and letters from numerous 
Other persons of rank in bygone days.
